Physicians  examining  recruits, 
have  found  that  the  youth  whose  ' 
chest  was  too  small  to  be  accepted  | 
w  as  usually  a  boy  who  had  not 
played  much  as  a  youngster  because  I 
he  difllktd  play,  or  was  delicate,  or 
his  nothiHr  #aa  tlMid  he  would  get 
hurt.

Heavy  blankets  hung  acra'i- 
all  outer  dofjr.s,  and  iwrtholcs  w<  lu 
blackened  so  as  to  let  xu>  light  es- 
cape. As  the  lights  <rf  the*  Chateau 
fYontcnao  and  those  along  the  Duf- 
ferln  Terrace  faded  Into  the  dls- 
taiK  e,  we  felt  our  hi.sl  Kra.sp  of  Can- 
ada slipping  from  under  us." 

The  voyage  was  without  eviflft,  she 
continuf'd,  «  xc  cpt  that  they  had  to 
turn  bat  k.  onto  oIT  tlie  coast  of  New  - 
foundland on  .MK'hling  an  unidenti- 
fied ship.
